CONFLICT SOON IN FULL SWING. 


New York, Sept. 28.—[Special.}]—Richard 
Croker and his powerful organization, Tam-

These nominations have been ratified by 
the city conventions of both the Republicans 
and. Citizens’ union. It is fully expected that 
the German-American Reform union, led by 
Hermann Ridder, Will also indorse the ticket 
next week. 

The Greater New York Democracy, which 
is composed of bolters from any, led 
by John C. Sheehan, will also give the ticket 
its support, unless Tammany should nomi- 
nate Bird 8.

One man, who gave the name of Coughlin, 
was arrested. 

It was reported that men with rifles were 
guarding the trains, but this was denied by 
the officials. Several parties of hunters got 
on the trains, and these are believed to have 
given rise to the report. 

Trackmen patrolled the structure all night 
to watch for breaks in the supply wire and 
obstructions that might cause accidents. 


Strikers Lose a Hope. 


The strikers were disappointed last night 
by the reply of Chief Arthur of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, that he could 
not call out the motormen, who are members 
of his organization, because it was contrary 
to the rules. 

The failure of all of the motormen to strike 
has enabled the company to handle its trains, 
and the strikers realize that without their 
assistance the fight is lost. There will bea 
meeting of the strikers at 10 o'clock this’ 
morning, when @mn effort will be made to in- 
fluence the Metropolitan Elevated road em- 
ployés. The latter are sympathetic, but 
have shown no desire to join the strikers. 


False Report of Truce. 


Early in the afternoon a report reached 
the headquarters of the strikers at 157 Wash- 
ington street that President Carter had 
agreed to compromise with the men on the 
basis of a 10 per cent horizontal increase 
and was ready to take the matter up with 
the stirke committee. 

Ww. S. Timmons, H. R. Erns, James Cella, 
and €. H. Thatcher were sent to the Sixty- 
first street station to confer with President 
Carter, but when they arrived they were 
told that no conference had been requested 
by any official of the company and that Mr. 
Carter would not receive the committee. 

It also was denied at Superintendent Mor- 
rison's office that any statement had been 
made concerning a 10 per cent raise. 


No Concession, Says Carter. 

“We have been considering a horizontal 
raise of wages for some time,’’ said Presi- 
dent Carter, “ but -the basis on which it will 
be given has not been determined upon, and 
I have made absolutely no offers to the men 
who walked out this morning. 

«It takes time to arrange these matters, 
and we do not propose to be forced blindly 
into any arbitration. . When the scale is 
made up it will be announced to our em- 
ployés, and I can assure you nothing will be 
done toward an increase or offers of an in- 
crease until we have the situation in hand. 
‘« We will deal with our men as employés 
and not as members of a union organization.”

Captain Sycamore kept on pinching Sham- 
rock, and although the boat was not footing 
as fast as it had early in the race, it was 
leading Columbla on the tack toward the 
mark. He kept these tactics up until he 
was able to start sheets, and then Shamrock 
left Columbia fast as it reached for the mark. 


Turning the Mark. 

Shamrock turned the mark at 1:25:12, and 
the Columbia forty-one seconds later, at 
1:25:53. 

On the beat-off, fifteen miles out, Sham- 
rock had taken 2:24:58 and Columbia 2:25:37 
so that Shamrock in turning to wind- 
ward had gained thirty-nine seconds. Both 
boats were saluted by the fleet of steam- 
boats and yachts that formed a semicircle 
around the turning mark, and then the race 
home began. 

Shamrock gybed its boom over to port 
twenty-five seconds after turning the mark, 
while Columbia gybed fourteen seconds after 
it passed the tugboat, Captain Barr making 
a closer turn with his yacht in an effort to. 
get the windward of Shamrock. 

Captain Sycamore was not going to allow 
this if he could help it, and he luffed sharply 
in order to keep.Columbla from getting on 
his starboard quarter. 


Barr Tries Shrewd Trick. 


Spinnakers were hauled out broad on both 
yachts, and then Captain Barr tried a shrewd 
trick, hoping. to bluff the English skipper 
into breaking out Shamrock’s spinnaker. 
The spinnakers were hanging in stops and 
Mate Lem Biller, with a few men on the star- 
board side of Columbia, hauled on the sheet 
so that one top was broken, and the wind, 
getting in under the folds of the sail, made it 
appear fora moment as though Columbia had 
decided to set a light canvas, signifying by 
so doing that they had given up the fight for 
weather position, and were bound home by 
the shortest course. 

Captain Sycamore was not to be caught, 
however, by any such trick as this, and as 
if to answer and jJeaugh at the Scotchman’s 
effort a tug was given to the spinnaker sheet 
on Shamrock and one stop Was broken out 
on the yacht’s light sail, and then another 
gentle pull was given and one more piece of 
cord was’ Broken so that on Shamrock just 
a little bit more of the big piece of aaa 
was filled by the wind.

Columbia then began ta pick up. Blowly 
but surely it closed up the gap between the 
two boats, and then its bowsprit lapped the. 
end of Shamrock’s hull. On it went, inch by | 
inch, until the two masts were side by side. - 
This was at 1:46 0’clock. The American boat 
did not stop- here, but showed that if it Is. not | 
as good a boat as Shamrock turning to wind- 
ward, its model is a superior one for running, 
It was evidently the full water line of Sham- 
rock that hurt its chances off the wind, and 
the narrower, leaner bow of Columbia was 
more easily pushed through the water than 
the fuller body of Shamrock. 

Then Columbia took the lead and went on 
until at 1:55, when about three boat lengths 
ahead of Shamrock, Shamrock began to close 
up the gap again. 


Now Shamrock Is 


Captain Sycamore had worked his boat 
down so that Shamrock’'s wind.was not draw- 
ing freely, and its headsails fluttered and 
dropped when the wind fell out of them. A 
few men on the Columbia were called aft, 
changing the trim of that yacht just a little, 
and then it began to forge ahtad a little 
more. But it was only for a few minutes 
before Shamrock again began to close up 
the gap. | 

Those who had hoped to see Columbia 
run away from Shamrock and had banked on 
the wonderful running qualities of the Amer- 
ican yacht. were sorely disappointed at this 
change’ in the situation, and they could 
hardly account for the change. 

Shamrock closed up inch by inch, probably 
because it was favored by a little stronger 
air, and closed up the distance between the 
two beats before the puff touched Columbia. 
Then again Shamrock was fn a position to 
break the wind before it reached Columbia. 
But when it got within two boat lengths 
of the American yacht Columbia began to 
draw ahead again. 


Grandest in Cup’s History. 


The picture the yachts presented on their 
run home was one of the grandest ever wit- 
nessed in the history of the America cup. 
A long line of steamers, yachts, and tugs 
were sailing to the westward on the north- 
ern side of the course, and they were kept 
at a respectful distance from the yachts by 
revenue cutters and by yachts that had been 
impressed into the guard service, each one 
having a revenue officer on board, and each 
one flying the revenue service flag. 

To the southward was another long line of 
vessels, guarded on the inside by other rey- 
enue cutters and yachts. 


How Columbia Looked. 

In the lane of water between these two 
were the racing yachts, Columbia leading, 
its white sails looking spotless against the 
leaden sky and dark-colored water, and its 
crew all lined up against the starboard rail, 
os a man moving for fear of altering the 

rim of the yacht, and so retarding its 
progress through the water. 

On the taffrail stood Mr. Morgan and some 
of his friends, and at the wheel was Captain 
Barr, the shrewdest skipper in this country. 

Just astern and a little to the north of the 
wake of the Columbia was the challenger 
for the America cup. Its bronze sides and its 
towering mass of canvas stood out promi- 
nently, because of the peculiar reddish tinge 
of the duck which Ratsey uses to make his; 
sails. Shamrock’s men were al] well aft, 
and Captain Sycamore was standing at the

Lipton Watches the Race. 


ee abreast of the yachts and mov- 
ing along evenly with them were the tugs 
used by the committee of the New York 
Yacht club in charge of the races, On the 
northern line was Erin, Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
handsome yacht. Sir Thomas was stand- 
ing on the bridge watching every move that 
was made in the contest which was to de- 
cide whether the cup, emblematic of the 
yachting championship of the world, was 
to stay in this country for another period 
of time or wae to cross the ocean and be 
raced for again in British waters. 

In @ corresponding position on the southern 
line was the black hulled steamer of Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan, owner of the Columbia. 
Mr. Morgan was not on board, but at the 
masthead of the Corsair flew the biue pen- 
nant of Commodore Louis Cass Ledyard of 
the New York Yacht club. 


Wind Still Holds True. 

The wind held true. Sometimes it fresh- 
ened just a little and then it lightened, but 
it never blew less than seven knots and it 
rarely exceeded eight knots in force.

HOME PLACE FOR PAUPERS, 
SUGGESTS SUPT. BICKNELL. | 


Charges That Cities All Through West 
Send Dependents to Chicago and He 
Urges That Such Be Shipped Back. 


The charge that Ch has become the 
dumping ground of the cities in the central 
States for their paupers, insane, sick, and 
other dependent persons is renewed in a 
statement issued by Superintendent Ernest 
P. Bicknell of the Bireau of Charities. Mr. 
Bicknell suggests as a remedy. that all such 
dependents be sent back to their homes. 

This is the plan adopted in Washington, 
D. «., Mr. Bicknell says, and continues: 

“The initial expense of sending such per- 
sons promptly to the communities on which 
they have a legal right to depend for support 
and care has been found to be much less than 
the cost of keeping and caring for them in 
Washington. This policy also has a deterrent 
effect upon officers in other localities who 
are inclined to shirk their duty to their own 
poor by sending them to distant cities in the 
hope that the latter will assume thé burden 
ot, their care. Washington's policy in this 
matter offers an excellent example for Chi- 
cago's imitation..

NUMBER OF THEM LEFT WITHOUT 
CERTIFICATES. 


Fearing Inability to Pass Renewal Ex- 
amination, It Is Charged They 
Dodged the Test —‘School Officials 
Discover the Lapse and Scratch Of- 
fenders from the Eligible List—As- 
sistant Superintendents Say There 
Is Little Need of Fire Protection, 


There ts trouble at the Board of Education 
offices because a trick by a number of teach- 
ers has been discovered, and they are left 
without certifieates to teach. 

In one way and another the certificates of 
over a score of teachers had lapsed and no- 
tice was sent out that an examination would 
be held for renewals. Among these teachers 
were a number who feared they might not 
pass the test. They thought that by keeping 
out of the way until the examination was 
over they might escape unnoticed. 

The examination has been held, and it was 
made especially easy that the teachers might 

‘retain their positions. Those who partici- 
pated passed. The others have been scratched 
off the eligible list and will have no chance 
to get on again until next year. : 

Since this crisis has been reached the un- 
examined teachers complain they were not 
notified. It is said at the Superintendent's 
office they were asked to make application 
for the examination, but having failed to do 
so must consider themselves subject to dis- 
tmissal. 


Little Need of Fire Escapes. 

The assistant superintendents of schools 
are inclined to agree with the Buildings and 
Grounds committee that the school build- 
ings of the city are not especially in need of 
fire protection. Where the fire escapes of 
a certain pattern have been d, however, 
they are greatly favored. The children in 
going through the fire drill use them fre- 
quently.

Dr. Nathaniecd Rabinkam Returns from 
Two Xearse’ Study in Europe of Psy- 
chology of Literature and, Will Be- 
gin Speaking at Cincinna erma- 
nent Centers to Be Established in 
Several Cities in the West-Summer 
Chautauqua in Chicago. 


After over two years of research in the 
‘psychology of literature,”’ pursued in dif- 
ferent cities In Europe, Dr. Nathaniel I. 
Rubinkam has returnedho Chicago and will 
resume extension work in “the university. 
He will begin his ee i in Cincinnati on 
Oct. 16. 

“Much of the work I have done has been 
on a line rather new in this country, ai- 


‘though the Germans have given it atten- 


tion,” said Dr, Rubinkam. ‘ All art is based 
on ideas and all classic writers’ work re- 
volve around human ideas. One man may 
regard the art form of literature, another 
may look at it from the textual side. My 
work has been on its philosophical! side. 

*“ The great masters in the world of poetry 
have dealt not so much with social, political, 
or historical themes as with the relation of 
God, man, and destiny. The prophetic poets 
of the world are with us from time to time, 
and, with their peculiar spirittal clairvoy- 
ance, they are able to deal strongly with 
magnificent subjects. The rise and fall of 
prophetic poetry has gone thraugh the ages. 
in the great prophetic poets the work is not 
only codrdinate but the poetry of all, ancient 
and modern alike, has a similarity.’’

» Extension Work on Larger Scale, 


New plans for.enlarging the work of the 
extension department at the University of 
Chicago were announced yesterday in the 
Record. The plans include the establishment 
of permanent extension colleges in several 
cities of the West, which will do work similar 
in character to that of the university !m 
Chicago. An extensive assembly, patterned 
upon the asemblies held at Chautauqua Lake 
and other places, but more comprehensive, 
is another project which will be carried out 
next summer. 

Negotiations are now in progress with local 
organizations in Davenport, Ia., and other 
cities of the Mississippi Valley, looking to 
the foundation of permanent institutions for 
class study and correspondence work. The 
problem. of making the work systematic and 
consecutive has been solved in some places 
by endowment, which permits the extension 
lecturers to be secured from year to year 
without interruption. In other cases differ- 
ent local institutions have combined and 
agreed to set apart a portion of their funds 
in order to maintain permanent instruction. 

In this way the university authorities hope 
to establish centers of instruction which will 
give to the cities maintaining them all! the 
advantages of a well-endowed local college, 
and at a minimum of expense. A principal 
will be sent from the university to organize 


and supervise the work, at the same time 


doing some of the teaching himself... 


Summer Chautauqua Plans. 


The summer Chautauqua is expected to ate 
tract to Chicago 1,000 or 1,500 people who haye 
followed the extension courses during the 
winter. Prominent lecturers from the lead- 
ing universities of the country will be 
engaged for this work, and daily lectures on 
various subjects will be given for a period of 
two or three wéeks. Some special topic 
as yet unannounced will be chosen, probably 
some specific period of American history, 
and this subject will be discussed in all i 
bearings, with reference to history, tend: 
ture, and social conditions. The assembly 
will be totally distinct from the regular work 
of the university summer quarter, and some- 
thing never before attempted at any Amer- 
ican university. 


Statistical Report of Extension. 


The statistical report of the extension di- 
vision shows a total of 1,135 lecture courses 
delivered during the ten years since the de- 
partment was established, with a total at- 
tendance of 237,045 persons. About two- 
thirds of these jectures have been given 
in cities and towns outside of Chicago, cov- 
ering a territory from the Alleghenies to 
the Rocky Mountains. Six professors de- 
vote their entire fime to the work, travel- 
ing about during nine months of the year, 
carrying the work of the university to those 
who-for various reasons are unable to go 
to college. 

Denies Offer to Walter Vrooman. 

Dr. T. W. Goodspeed, secretary of the 
Board of Trustees of the University of Chi- 
cago, has denied any knowledge Of an offer 
to Waiter Vrooman to establish a chair of 
labor in the University of Chicago, and says 
he does not regard such a contingency pos- 
sible. He said he seriously doubted if Vroo- 
man ever attempted or hoped to see such a 
department established.

Of the American league pitchers, two stand 
_preéminent in a class by themselves. They 
are Clarke Griffith and *‘ Cy ” Young, and so 
close was the race between them that they 
the season one point apart in the 
percentage of games won.

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GOTHAM GROUNDS IN SIGH 


WAY OPEN TO AMERICAN LEAGUE 
IN NEW YORK. 


President Johnson Returns from the 
East and Says That Freedman’s Con- 
sent Will Not Be Necessary to an In- 
vasion, but He Will Not Affirm Nor 
Deny That the Invasion Is to Take 
Place—High Rental Is Mentioned as 
an Obstruetion—Selee Rumor Denied. 


That the American league can “ buck the 
tiger” if it cares to by going into New York 
without the consent of and in opposition to 
Andrew Freedman was the announcement 
made by President Johnson yesterday on 
his return from his trip Hast. 

President Johnson's language was diplo- 
matic, He seémed surprised that it had be- 
come known that he visited New York at all. 
He stated positively that he did not know 
whether the American league would go into 
New York next year, and would give no 
opinion as to the possibility or probability 
of it. But he said it would not be because 
the league could not secure a desirable site 
for grounds if it should not invade Freed- 
man’s precincts. 

The difficulty of securing grounds suitable 
for baseball anywhere below the Harlem 
River in New York has always been consid- 
ered an insurmountable obstacle in the way 
of putting a club in that city to rival the 
National league. That the American league 
has solved this difficulty so that it is consid- 
ered secondary to other obstacles in the way 
of invading New. York is an important de- 
velopnrent in the baseball situation. 

President Johnson went to New York at the 
solicitation of people in that city to inspect 
a location which is available, and which he 
found suitable for the purpose. Its location 
he would not fix any more definitely than 
to say it was farther down-town than the 
Polo Grounds and more easily accessible. 

“There is nothing particularly significant 
about the trip,” said Mr. Johnson. “I went 
to New York on Friday at the invitation of 
persons who are interested in bringing an 
American league team to New York. They 
showed me vacant grounds which are splen- 
didly located and suitable for the game. The 
only possible drawback in the matter of lo- 
cating a baseball park there would be the 
rental, which is high, but not exorbitant 
considering all its advantages: I do not care 
to name the locality, but it is below the Har- 
lem River and nearer the down-town district 
than the Polo Grounds, People always have 
said there was no chance for another team 
in New York on account of the impossibility 
of locating anywhere in the city. I simply 
wanted to see if that was true, and I found 
out to my entire satisfaction that it is not. 

** Mind, I do not say the American league 
is going into New York next year. That is 
something altogether too far ahead to speak 
of definitely. I only care to say that the mat- 
ter of grounds is the least of all the obsta- 
cles in the way of putting a club there.”’ 

The retirement of Manager Selee from the 
Boston club was followed by rumors that 
he was booked for a berth in New York, 
but whether with the National or American 
leauges rumor did not say. Ban Johnson, 
however, denied the story so far as the Amer- 
ican league is concerned, and added that mat- 
ters had hardly progressed far enough to 


warrant even speculati n manag 
ment of a club in New York.

TO BOWLING LEAGUES. 


Meeting Tomorrow Is Expected te Re- 
eult in a Permanent Organization 
Which Will Arrange a Senle and 
Rules for All Proprietors—Object Is 
to Prevent the Offering of Spécial 
Indecements to Draw Trade from 
Each Other—Clubs Begin Season. 


The movement to form an organisation of 
the local bowling alley keepers is assuming 
definite shape, and at a meeting to be held 
tomorrow afternoon at the Sherman House 
it ig expected permanent organization will 
4 be effected. At a meeting of the committee 
appointed to draw up a constitution and by- 
laws held on Tuesday the following sugges- 
tions were made: 

“ First—That the price of alleys for league 
playing be fixed at §.... per night for down- 
town alleys and §.... for outside alleys. 
(Afternoon clubs will not be interfered with.) 

“ Second—That in the amount of money to 
be offered a league to bow! on his alleys the 
alley keeper should be limited to $50 for an 
eight-ciub league, bowling a schedule of for- 
ty-two games, other amounts being in pro- 
portion for siz, ten, and twelve-club leagues. | 

* Third—No alley keeper shall be allowed 
to offer inducements to any league which has ‘ 
| Seats decided to bowl on another set of 

eys 

The matin reason for the formation of the 
league was the big inducements made by 
certain alley owners to different leagues to 
roll thelr tournaments on the alleys con- 
trolled by these men. 

It was realized that the amount 
a league was not 
t .of such big inducements be- 
ing offered. While this is a matter which 
concerns primarily the alley owners alone, 
the men who have assisted in bringing the 
ten pin game to its present high standing in 
Chicago realised that the money side of the 
matter had a tendency to lower the sport. 

This being the case, the matter became of 
interest to every bowler desirous of keeping 
the sport clean and keeping it from the fate 
it has met in several of the Bastern cities. 

With this end in view there is every reason 
why the alley owners and the Illinois Bowling 
association should work hand in hand. 

From some of the suggestions made there 
appears to be a strong possibility the scheme 
will not work: harmoniously. As soon as re- 
strictions are made which injure the indi- 
vidual returns of any alley keeper there is 
likely to be defection In the ranks of the or- 
ganization. One of these suggestions is that 
any alley keeper signing the constitution 
must agree to refuse to allow any club be- 
longing to any alley which is not a member 
of the organization or which has been ex- 
pelled from it to bewl on his alleys in any 
tournament. 

If such is the intention of the promoters 
there is likely to be trouble at the start. It 
has been the experience of many trade opr- 
ganizations that unless some penalty can be 
enforced in such cases me agreement will 
not be lived up to.

Ragged Specimen of Chess. 

There seems to be considerable excitement 
in the chess world over a decidedly ragged 
specimen of correspondence chess, the first 
sixteen moves of which were played between 
Franklin K. Young of Boston and 8. P. John- 
ston of Chicago. On the ninth move Mr. John- 
ston made a rank move, of which Mr. Young 
took prompt advantage, securing much the 
better position, an error in transmission on 
the Chicago player’s part precipitating de- 
feat. This second-rate specimen of ‘ chess 
play was grasped by John F. Barry of Bos- 
ton as a handle for four columns of prolix 
notes in the American Chess World, in which 
the peculiar tenets of synthetic chess were 
set forth. Harry N. Pilisbury took up the 
cudgels against several of Mr. Barry’s stric- 
tures and expressed a willingness to play him 
a restricted match at this opening, which 
offer was declined by Mr. Barry. The gayety 
of the situation was further enhanced by C. 
‘A. Buek of Toronto, Kas., who wrote an in- 
teresting article telling how Paul Morphy of 
sainted meimry would have conducted this 
game, and th. -nnuendoes back and 
forth by the contestants aroused Charles H. 
Akerly to question the sincerity of notes to 
published games, as shown in the discussion 
of this poor chess game. Of course, the gifted 
chess editors involved ail told Mr. Akerly 
that their notes really reeked with sincerity. 
As if enough ink had not already been shed 
over this wretched game. C. 8. Howell, the 
talented Brooklyn player, having exchanged 
a few fervid letters with Franklin K. Young, 
the winner of the game which was the bone 
of contention, rushes into print in the Brook- 
lyn Eagle with this Sept. 20:

In like manner 
the Hawaiian Islands have no specimens 
save those found in eastern Asia or in west- 
ern America. The Kamehameha is one of 
the most brilliant of the Hawatian butter- 
flies, but in his shadings of brown, red, black, 
and white he is not nearly so attractive as 
a ‘score of species in the United States. 


So, after making almost the half circle of 
the earth, Professor Westcott is quite satis- . 
fied to do his bug hunting in Maywood and 
in the valley of the Desplaines River, hunting 
elsewhere only as he may combine vocation 
pleasures with the pursuit of his entomologi- 


cal studies. 
For the trapping of total abstinence moths 


on his grounds the “professor has made @ 
trap with wooden sides, sloping on these 
four sides from a base sixteen inches square 
to a receptacle for an incandescent light bulb 
at the top, six inches square. ‘This top is 
laid ‘horizontally on a table on the profes- 
sor’s back porch. At the flaring mouth ‘of 
it two panes of glass converge from top and 
bottom, leaving only a narrow slit for the 
‘entrance of the moths. Crawling up. this 
lower pane, or flying direétly into the aper- 
ture, the moth .makes on toward the light 
in the far end of the box, falling through 
other apertures into ever-narrowing quar- 
ters, until finally, just. under the electric 
light bulb, the insect drops through a zinc 
funnel into a jar of cyanide of potassium. 
With a much smaller trap carrying a kero- 
sene lamp and having openings to the four 
points. of the compass. the. professor often 
takes himself to the dark bottoms of the 
Desplaines River, where, with. his trap set 
upon a sharpened stake, he sits like a modern 
Diogenes in the spirit of a Wilkins Micawber. 

Of the moths which in recent years have 
come to the professor's traps and. beer, few 
are chosen for mounting. “AJ]l of these that 
are chosen, however, die the, fumes 
of the cyanide bottle. These bottles are pre- 
pared by breaking the cyanide crystals into 


small pieces and dropping them to the bot- 
tom of the vessel. Over these lumps sawdust 
is sprinkled until level, and over this coat- 
ing of sawdust a. paste made of plaster of 
paris and water is spread half an inch 
thick. When the plaster is dry the fumes 
of the cyanide escape through it in quantities 
to kill a moth In a few seconds. 

When the insect is dead it is prepared at 
ence. A piece of soft pine has its upper sur- 
face grooved deeply in the center, on each 
sida of the groove sloping upward at the 
angle at which a butterfly’s wings are best 


displayed. The body of the insect sinks into / 


the deep groove, and strips of narrow paper, 
pinned tightly down across the wings, hold 
the insects in place. When they are thor- 


oughly dried they are ready for the pin | 


through the body and for mounting in 
cabinets. 

Of the moths in Professor Westcott’s cabi- 
nets, the cecropia, lunar, and polyphemus 
moths are largest, some of them of a wing 
“stretch of nearly eight inches. This wing 
stretch is one of the strange things to #he 
novice.

As a genera! proposition when a person Sees 
gaudy,’ brilliant moth or butterfly, ahd éut 
of his lack of technical knowledge attempts 
to catch it for a friend whois a collector, that 
person is wasting his time. The gaudiness 
of the insect will have made it an easy mark 
for the entomologist; rather, it is some dull,

ACTIVITY IN BUILDING TRADES. 


Contractors and Architects Are Busy— 
Scarcity of M and 
Labor. 


The great activity in building in and about 
Chicago at the present time fully bears out 
all that was said regarding the fall outlook 
in Tue TRIBUNE three weeks ago. Contract- 
ors and architects generally have their hands. 
full of work and the.indications are that this 
activity will continue through the winter, as 
it has been conclusively demonstrated that 
winter bdilding is as enduring as any other. 
if only proper care is exercised. This activ- 
ity continues in the face of a scarcity and 
increased cost of building material, and to 
such an extent that some contractors are 
forced to pay an advance over the regular 
wage scales to secure necessary labor. The 
probabilities are that the total byilding per- 
mits for the year will reach if not exceed

break away from the leadership of corn was 
encouraging to the bulls, but the net results 
were extremely modest.. December sold at

Some of the 
early buying was intimated to be for foreign 
account, but some of it was undoubtedly for 
shorts, as on the rally there was selling for 
the Northwest through houses which were 
early buyers. Comstock wasa conspicuous 
buyer of May. The Northwest receipts were 
still heavy enough to be a bear factor of 
moment, 916 cars, compared with 406 a year 
ago. Primary receipts exceeded those of 
last year by 200,000 bu for the day and 1,600,- 
000 bu for the week.

Little Doing in Oats. 

About the only feature in oats was the sale 
of some 400,000 bu by George Patten. He 
fed them to the crowd generally, no special 
demand existing in any direction for large 
lots. Except for these steady sales ina 
small way the pit was barren of feature and 
the trade unimportant. Prices lost %@\%c as 
compared with Friday. Inspection was 221 
cars, of which 63 were contract. The local 
movement for the week was 1,545,500 bu re- 
ceived and 939,000 bu shipped. The seaboard 
cleared 51,900 bu. 

More strength was shown in provisions, the 
better tone coming from light receipts of 
hogs and a demand for May product, prin- 
cipally by shorts. There were only 12,000 
hogs at the yards, where prices were a shade 
higher. Western packing points reported 
34,400 head, which compared with 36,000 the 
previous week and 47,300 a year ago. Lard 
was in excellent demand from commission 
houses, who bought quite steadily. The close 
was 12\%c higher on October, but less on other 
deliveries. Shipments of cured meats were 
2,725,000 lbs, against 2,798,000 lbs a year ago, 
making 18,319,999 lbs for the week, as against 
16,046,000 Ibs the same period last year. 
Lard shipments were 1,443,000 lbs, compared 
with 1,803,000 lbs last year. 

Rye was generally easier under an absence 
of demand. Receipts were only 8 cars; De- 
cember sold at.554@55%c, closing 55%c bid, 
with sellers at 554%c. Only sales of May were 
at 58c. 

Entirely unchanged conditions prevailed in 
barley, sales of poor ranging from 53@55c, 
good 56@57c, and choice 58@60c. Receipts 
were 32 cars. Timothy seed-was also un- 
changed, October selling at $5.40. 

Flaxseed was slightly higher, some little 
demand existing and offerings being light. 
Spot and September were 2@3c higher, at 
$1.66; October closed $1.47 bid, there having 
been sellers earlier at $1.50,, November was 
called $1.42.---December sold ‘sparingly at 
$1.38, closing with $1.40 bid for 2,000 bu. 
There were 21 cars here, 46 at Minneapolis, 
and 67 at Duluth.

We are op- 
posed to government, which means political 
tyranny. We do not believe in religion, laws, 
or individual ownership of property.” -Esteve 
exhibits these tools in the columns of La 
Questione Sociale, and gives lessons in Fhejs

Send Men to Other Cities. fi 

The brightest among the Paterson “‘ reds ’’ 
are sent to other places, Chicago, New York, 
St. Louis, Cleveland, Detroit, Denver, wher- 
ever there are right to existence groups, 
even to small places like Barre, Vt., where 
the Anarchists number 200, there to ‘preach 
the doctrines formulated in Paterson. These 
disciples of Esteve may be called professors 
of anarchism. They are traveling libraries 
of universal knowledge as applied to the “ re- 
moval” of excellencies, imperial majesties, 
and royal highnesses. By scattering their 
theories thus, the Anarchists dream of unit- 
ing the peoples of the earth in one vast crim- 
son brotherhood, with Paterson as their 
home office.

Scene of Secret Meetings. 


In the editorial office in which Esteve thus 
freely declared himself a champion of a 
great wrong cause, the ringleaders of the 

“ reds ” hold their secret meetings. No par- 
Mamentary red tape governs their sessions. 
They have no organization, no rules, no dues, 
no officers. Simply on Saturday nights they 
drift into Esteve’'s lair, discuss articles in the 
current ftssue of La Questione Sociale, and 
suggest _ways and .means of helping the 
“ cause."”” At the same time the rank and file 
of anarchism are in session in the dingy back 
rooms of various saloons, where drunken- 
ness is almost unknown, but where men fre- 


let ideas. 

Whenever the newspapers, print flaring 
headlines by which special attention is di- 
rected upon Paterson, then the “ reds” call 
a mass-meeting. The town is flooded with 
posters announcing that an open meeting of 
Italians—the word Anarchist is not used— 
will be held in Bartholdi Hall. The public, 
the police, and the press are invited. Esteve 
addresses the meeting on some such subject 
as ‘‘ Prosperity in Italy,’’ making no allusion 
to anarchism. The object of all this is to con- 
vince whom it may concern that the meetings 
of Italians are quite as harmless as other 
political meetings. The “ bluff” is so ap- 
parent that even the secret service men have 
long since ceased to attend these “* mass- 
meetings.’” It was one of these meetings, a 
trifle bolder than usual, that the Chief of 
Police permitted the Anarchists of Paterson 
to hold on the night the President was shot. 


“ Quiet and Peaceable,” Say Police. 


“They are quiet, peaceable home bodies,”’ 
says the Chief of Police. “ Of all the classes 
in Paterson they give us the least trouble.” 
This is true, so far as the local police are 
concerned.’ It is not to be expected that 
the Anarchists will remove the Mayor and 
other officials of Paterson just to keep in | 
practice for those that wear a crown. 

So, while the local police give no more 
thought to the “reds” than they would 
to a colony of Quakers, the Police depart- 
ments of nations have surrounded the group 
with detectives whose system of espionage 
is as complete as that*exercised over any 
band of Nihilists in Russia. Every country 
has at least two secret service agents in 
Paterson. Austria has four, the United 
States half a dozen, and Italy more than all. 
When an Anarchist leaves the city it is the 
duty of the secret service agent to find out 
where he has gone and account for him. 
Those agents, unknown, of course, to the 
*‘reds,”” live among them, fraternize with 
them, and sometimes are present even at the 
most confidential conclaves.

Strange Greek Catholic Priests. 

Before describing the journey by rail from 
Irkutsk to Sytchewsk I desire to dwell briefly 
upon a few things that engaged my attention 
on my trip through European Russie and 
from there into the interior of Siberia. The 
priests of the Greek Catholic Church, by 
their unique garb, always attract the at- 
tention of the traveler, On, this, my second 
trip through Russia, I ore attention 
to their faces than their clerica! robes. The 
long hair and untrimmed beards are evi- 
dently intended to represent.our Savior as 
painted by the old masters. I believe these 
‘parts of their earthly, perishable bodies are 
about the only things that would serve as a 
comparison between the servants of the 
Greek Church and their Master. -I feel con- 
fident that Raphael and his disciples would 
never have selected any of the priestly faces 
for a model to represent the Son of Man. 
Many of these clerical faces were not only 
unrefined but absolutely repulsive, and often 
did not portray a single intelligent line. Re- 
move their priestly robes and substitute for 
them a blue or red flanne! shirt, a th 
revolver and dirks, and they would make ?x- 
cellent models for’the artist with an order 
to paint a typical brigand. 

The unfavorable impressions the majority 
of priests of the lower order made upon me 
gave an incentive to know more about the 
religion in Russia. 

The are. a religious people. 
The religious sénse is present with men as 
well as the women. Externa! piety is prac- 
ticed by all men, women, and children, rich 
and poor, educated and ignorant, whenever 
and wherever the regulations of the church 
demand it. The first thing the Czar has to 
do phen he comes to the Kremiin is to make 
his devotions before the Icon at the holy 
‘gate before he canenter, The public services 
are well attended by both sexes, and the sign 
of the cross is made before every open 
church and in passing the many Icons; 
kneeling and kissing the floor are common 
practices during prayer in church. The re-

The tnitroduction and spread of the new

In the 
middie of the seventeenth century, under the 
reign of Czar Alexis .Michaelowitsch, the 
Moscow Patriarch Nikon placed himself at 
the head of a movement to revise the ex- 
ternal ceremonies and the liturgical books 
cf the Russian Church...

terests: Another peculiar feature of the 
- Russian Church are the many sects in the 
church itself, arising mostly out of the 
Mturgic referms of Nikon and Peter the 
Great. Most of these sects differ from the 
mother church and among themselves only 


. on the surface; the importance these sects 


have received we can judge by the religious 
zeal of the people. The relation of the clergy 
to the people is here not the same as in our 

untry. The priest is not the pastor of his 
p tera but only the carrier of the cultus, 
the dispenser of the holy sacraments. He is 
respected more for his office than. for his 
person. 

In cities, as well as in the country, may 
often be seen bareheaded priests collecting 
money for building a church. Of the money 
collected nothing is spent for personal wants 
and after years of patient work they return 
with several thousand rubles, which are de- 
livered to the congregation in need of a 
church. During my tour through Russia and 


Siberia I have seldom been out of sight of the 


in-the-world priests. ‘They are not attractive 
personages by any means. They travel com- 
fortably and in the restaurants live as well 
as the well-to-do passengers. Like all other 
Russians, they are fond of tobacco. 

It seemed to me that with most of them the 
holy office Was the means of earning an easy 
and comfortable livelihood. What I saw in 
churches and in public places and thorough- 
fares made also the impression upon me that 
the Greek religion is more on the surface 
than a matter of the heart; in other words, it 
consists largely of ceremonies which are me- 
chanically performed. On the Sabbath day

Next to the Greek Church in number of 
communicants comes the Roman Catholic 
-Church; its head is in Poland and adjacent. 
provinces. Among the Protestant churches 
the Lutheran denomination takes the lead. It 
is strongest in Finland, Poland, and the Ger- 
man colonies In southern Russia. The Ger- 
man Reformed Church has large congre- 
gations in St. Petersburg and Moscow. ) 


Czat’s Relation to People. 


‘The imperial coat of arms of Russia is sig- 
nificant and explains the relation of the Czar 
to his peogle. It consists of a double‘eagie, 
surmount by a crown. The right eagle 
holds in his talon a sword; the left one a 
globe upon which is planted the Greek cross— 
the former embiematic of his mliiitary power; 
the latter of a still greater power, the Greek 
Church, of which he is virtually the head, the 
central figure, the Pope. 

During our four days’ visit at Irkutsk we 
were greatly aided by Dr. George von Berg- 
mann, a nephew of the famous Berlin pro- 
fessor. Through his courtesy we were e«n- 
abled to visit in rapid succession, and with the 
desirable degree of thoroughness, all char- 
itable and public institutions, including the 
military hospital. 

Dr. von Bergmann has been in the military 
service for three years, and is now stationed 
at Irkutsk as one of the surgeons of the mili- 
tary hospital. He has recently opened a pri- 
vate surgical clinic, where we witnessed one 
of his operations for appendicitis. In his 
ideas and practice he is thoroughly modern, 
and it is safe to predict for him preéminence 
in surgery im Siberia. He has had a most 
excellent training under his uncle, Professor 
von Bergmann, the most prominent surgeon 
of Riga. He was able and willing to com- 
municate to me many important points and 
facts pertaining to the medical department 
of the Russian army. We remained at 
Irkutsk longer than we had intended, owing 
to heavy rains in the Transbalkal region, 
which had caused a number of washouts, in- 
tercepting for nearly a” week the regular 


trains. 

We left Irkutsk on Thursday, Aug. 8, at 
10:25 a.m. by rail. The road follows the 
Angara Valley as far‘as the lake, and we were 
constantly in sight of this clear, rapid stream. 
This part of the river is full of small islands, 
some so small that the hay produced could 
be carried by aman without any great taz on 
the muscles. Some of the larger isiands are 
lightly timbered. The road bed at many 
points is considerably above the level of the 
river, cut shelf-Ifke out of the rocks of the 
foothills of the Baikal Mountains. The wide 
valley, the tearing river, the many islands, 
and the wooded mountain sides afforded 
views that never tired the eye. Although

The prevailing opin- 
fon now is that originally it was in direct 
communication with the Arctic Ocean and 
that by the rains and the numerous overflows 
Of fresh water the salt has been gradually 
Washed out and that the surviving sea ani- 
mals have undergone a gradual change in 
consequence of the alterations of 
their environment. 


Traveling Across the Lake. 
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. We crossed the lake on a stanch screw 


steamer, and, although the weather was all 
that could be desired, the short, chappy 
waves disturbed the stomachs of a number 
of our passengers. 

The lake trip makes the connection bet ween 
Baikal station and the station on the oppo- 
site side of the lake, Myssowaja, and is made 
in four or five hours. Myssowaja station is 
on the southeast shore of Lake Baikal. Here 
the transbafkal train was made up. It was a 
mixed train, and consisted of first, second, 
and third class coaches and a number of 
freight cars...We left the station at 1a. m. 
on Friday. 3 | | 

From here the road follows the course of 
the lake shore to Possojskaja, where it enters 


ascends gradually, following the left bank of 
the Sselenga, quite a wide but shallow river. 
On Friday morning at the breakfast sta~ 
tion, Werchne-Udinsk, we had reached an 
altitude of 22;500 feet. Before reaching the 
station the Sselenga was crossed over a 
bridge 1,636 feet in height. Werchne-Udinsk 
is a city of 8,000 inhabitants, beautifully lo- 
cated at the junction of the Uda with the 
Sselenga. It is the seat of government of 
the west Transbaikal district. From here a 
well made highway ledds to Hijachta 
Maimatschin, on the Chinese border, the cen- 
ter of the greatest tea market for Russia. 


»Soon after leaving this station the Uda is 


erossed. Onochol is a large village inhabited 
by Mongolians and Buriates. At the dining 
station, Saigrajewa, is a cement mill which 
gives employment to a large number of la- 
borers who inhabit the village. 

My conception of the Transbaikal country 
was entirely erroneous. I expected to find 
an impenetrable mountain region with snow- 
capped peaks, inhabited along the line of thé 
railroad only by employés. To my utter 
astonishment we found here. the most pic- 
turesque scenery on the entire line. Beauti- 
ful, wide valleys with flowing streams of 
pure water, and the lands under high culti- 
‘vation; large farms and pastures fenced in, 


“the wide valley of the Sselenga. The road | 


' Jeaves. Its pride, however, 


and the best country roads we had so far seen.‘ 


The farmhouses are larger and more mod- 
ern. The high mountain ridges on both sides 


of the valleys are heavily timbered, almost 


exclusively by fir. In this region are found 
the finest fir forests in the world, the trees 
of gigantic size and as straight as arrows. 
The farms often extended quite a distance 
over the base oi the foothills, 

At 7 in the evening we arrived, after a long, 
steady ascent, at Kisha, where our barom- 
eter registered 38,500 feet altitude. In ap- 
proaching Kisha the valley gradually nar- 
rows, and is lost at, that point ina high 
mountain plain lightly timbered, and with 
plenty of good pasturage. 
road descends slightly to Petrovsky—Sanoid. 
Here are famous iron works founded in 1790. 


Inhabitants of the Transbaikal. 

The inhabitants of the Transbaikal are 
Buriaters, a Mongolian tribe, They resemble 
the Chinese closely and Chin@se bleod flows 
through their veins. They are not particular- 
ly fond of hard labor, but appear to good ad- 
Vantage on horseback. The.women ride as 
well as the men. The men are slim, but 
strong. The eyes are decidedly Chinese as 
well as the hair, which is coarse, straight, 
and black. The face is flat, nose broad, nos- 
trils large, malar bones prominent. .Thecolor 
varies from almost a pure white to dark. 
They do little farming, but make good use 
of the vast pasture lands... Few of the 
Burtates belong to the Greek Church, most 
of them are Mohammedans, some Buddh 
and some have remained pagans, worshi 
different kinds of idels... These.peopie ere 
ruled to a certain extent by chiefs, whio ad-

All of the wild flowers of Siberia are pretty, 
but nature reserved her greatest skill in 
painting them for the flowers of the Trans- 
_baikal. The soil of the Transbaika!l region is 
light, but. the size of the trees and plants 
indicates its great fertility. There must be 
something in the soil or air of the Baikal 
Mountains that is particularly conducive to 
the flower. kingdom of that region. 
plants and flowers are noted for their size, 
verdure, and richness of color. The butter- 
Cup wears a corolla at least an inch in di- 
ameter. The little daisy grows in large 
_ Bunches with flowers of enormous size. and 
exquisite beauty. The little bluebell, so smal! 
_and delicate in our country, ts a giant here 
and wears from a half dozen to two dozen 
of pairs of bells. The blue gentian is painted 
here by nature's st from a light blue and 
azure biue to almeést an indigo blue. The 
blossom of the wild clover displays a flery red 
color, The toad flax (Linea vulgaris) is of 
unusual size and its lobiate corolla might be 
mistaken for an artificial product made of 
purest of The verbenas, with 
ir tin ure blue flowers, are in striking 
contrast the of the grass, 


which lestly make.a vain atempt to 


The goldenrod with tts long raceme of sul- 
phur yellow flowers would take the first 
prise at a wild flower show over its sisters 
from all climes. Nature has been more pro- 
fuse in its distribution of color here than in 
any other part of the world. The petals of 
the tiny Capsella bursa pastoris are whiter 
here than anywhere else. 

Even flowers that make no pretension to 
color in other countries and localities take 
on paint here. The color of the milfoill varies 
from marble white to a roseate hue and light 
bluée,. & freak of nature which ts certainly 
uniqye, showing a lavishness on the part of 
nature’s studio. The only regret I experi- 
enced when I was admiring and studying the 
Transbaikal flora was that I did not have 
the privilege to see the flowers that 
decorate the virgin grass a few days after 
the disappearance of the heavy blanket of 
snow, as I felt assured that they surpassed 
in beauty their successors of the midsummer 
season that appeared to me to be perfection 
itself. What a pity the kodak is powerless in 
reproducing nature's paintings! How imper- 
fect afe its colorless reproductions of na- 
ture’s best efforts! 


Siberia’s Beautiful Bluebell. 


The Siberian bluebell, one of the many = 


pearls of the variegated flora of Siberia, is the 
same here as in America, only it appears 
here in a new form and a new dress. It en- 
joys a gréat popularity in this country, as it 
is found on the steppes, the river bank, the 
mountain plains, and mountain sides, It has 
all kinds of neighbors, but always remains 
the same charming. good-natured little 
bluebell. How this delicate flower defies 
elevation and the arid steppes upon which it 
intrudes itself everywhere is somewhat dif- 
ficult to comprehend. It is, however, true 


that the traveler seldom loses sight of this . 


beauty of the mountains, valleys, ‘and 
steppes. Its woodlike round stem is amply 
clothed in a mantle of lance-shaped, serrated 
is the bell- 
shaped blue corolla with its brim fringed 
with five. inverted heart-shaped prom- 


- {nences, corresponding with the ribs of the 


bell. The color of the Siberian bluebell 


. varies from a light, delicate bite to a dark, 
’ almost indigo blue. It is this great variation 


in the amount of-coloring material that con- 
stitutes the special feature of the bluebell 


' in this land of flowers. The many varieties 


of asters of different heights and many 
hues add-much to the fascination of the 
Transbalkal flower garden* 

The flowers in this region are not permitted 
to live a long life, the icy fall winds doom 
them to a premature grave, but while they 

' ive they enjoy in full measure all this world 
can supply for their happiness, a virgin, fer- 
tile soll, warm sunshine and rains, and an 


dtmosphere charged with ozone and laden 


with the resinous perfume from the bound- 
less forests. 

On Saturday morning we were at an ele- 
vation of 3,670 feet on a high mountain plain, 
bounded on both sides by lightly timbered 


ridges. 

No attempt is made at farming at this 
elevation, Human habitations are of the 
most primitive kind, few and far apart. The 
splendid pasturageis mostly idle. The scenery 
at times is of the most pleasing character. At 
8 o’clock we had ascended the ridge of the 
Jablonéivy Mountaine and the aneroid 
barometer registered 4,000 feet of altitude. 
This is the highest ridge, the boundary be- 
tween west and east Transbaikal, and the 
watershed between the Pacific Ocean and the 
Polar Sea: Near the summit of the ridge is a 
short tunnel with an artistic doorlike en- 
trance and exit, hewn out of solid‘ rock.

The grounds were in 
bad condition. The following spring the 
principal, Miss McEachson, asked me if I 
could not fix up a garden, saying she had 
heard of my work at the Forrestville School. 
I told. her if she could induce the Board of 
Education to furnish some good soi] I would. 
.do the rest. During the fall of 1896 the board 
sent some 500 yards of black soil. The spring 
following I set to work with:a will, leveled 
the, entire yard, raked and rolled it. and 
planted grass seed, which the» board also 
furnished. I bought out of my own pocket 
' several rose trees, shrubs, and plants, which 
I set out at the same time with good results. 
next spring Miss Jameson, the drawing 
teacher, brought me some flower seeds and 
I bought some rose trees, syringias, snow-_ 
balis, and peach and poplar trees. These 
aiso prospered.. I planted a row of trees 
along the front and side of the school—pop- 
lars and willows—and inside the school yard 
I set out three peach trees and several bush- 
es. |] also laid out two or thrée flower beds. 
‘The children took great interest in my work, 
and finally several of the rooms decided to 
cultivate flower beds of their own. They 
were encouraged by the principal and teach- 
ers, who helped buy the seeds.”’ 


' Combatted Adverse Conditions. 


A. N. Darling, 462 Gtand avenue, winner 
of the second garden prize on the West Side, 
says: “In the rear of our lot is a factory 
six stories high. This not only keeps the 
sun away in the spring, but also covers 
everything with dust and soot from the 
chimneys. .When I took the place I found 
the yard full of tin cans, ashes, clay, and 
other rubbish. My success under these ad- 
‘verse conditions proves that any one can 
have a garden if he will put forth the 
proper. effort. The space which is suitable 
for cultivation is not more than 25 by 40 
‘feet... In the au n I @ig over the entire 
aréa allotted to flowers, cover it with well 
rotted Manure, and about the first of Octo- 
ber pliant my tulips, hyacinths, and crocuses, 
covering the surface with loose ‘litter or 
straw. I give them no more attention until 
spring, when I remove the straw covering 
and loosen the earth a little. 

“I find it necessary to renew my small 
patch of grass every spring. I dig over the 
entire plat And resow it ih-seed. As soon 
and sometimes before the frost is out of the 
ground I sow a smal) bed in lettuce and 
radishes, and a littie later put in between 
the twe rows some annuais which/will take 
the place of the vegetables when they are 


grown. 

“ About the middle of April I put In seeds 
of vines to cover the entire back porch, shed, 
‘and all the fences. I find the morning 
glory, Japanese hop, madeira vine, and cin- 
namon vine the most satisfactory. 

“I would make the following suggestions 
for those who desire to grow gardens, and 
who are surrounded by adverse conditions. 
First, dig your soil deep and pulverize it 


- fine; don’t spare the manure, and, most 


portant of all, keep the soil loose and clear 
of weeds. This, with judicieus watering, 
should turn every unsightly back yard into 
a place of beauty. Do not attempt too many 
varieties; a few well cared for plants are 
much better than a mags of flowers of indif- 
ferent growth."’ 


_Flowers for Charity. 

Mrs. J. T. Rees, 1482 Leland avenue, win- 
mer of the second garden prize on the North 
Side, says: ‘I attribute my nice garden to 
the fact thet 1 love flowers, study their needs 
carefully, and give them every attention 
their nature calls for. I have done this from 
a child. Flowers need good. soil, they 
needa judicious amount of water, and they 
Protection from bugs and worms.

W. L. B. Jenney, 60 Bittersweet place, win- 
ner of the first window box ‘prize on the 
North Side, says: ‘‘ My window boxes har- 
monize with my house for the reason that 
they were designed as a part of the house. 
My boxes are all twelve inches deep and two 
feet wide. My flowers are started indoors 
and placed in the boxes about June l. It is 
dangerous before that time. Flower boxes 
need plenty of water. I supply mine from 
a hose attached to the faucet in my bath- 
Toom. I fertilize the earth in my boxes with 
bone meal and horn shavings."’ 

Ralph Metcalf, 3829 Langley avenue, win- 
ner of the first prize for porch boxes on the 
South Side,‘says: “ My window boxes were 
planted this year about the middle of May. 
The flowers were, however, given a good 
étart indoors previous to that time. I 
watered them every night with plain water 
and twice a week with diluted cow manure 


_ water.. Of this latter liquid I mixed one part 


of the manure’ water to three parts plain 
water, and of this dilution poured on each 
box—my boxes are five and six feet long— 
one gallon. My boxes were in splendid con- 
dition up to the recent cold snap.”’ 


Used Plenty of Water. 


Mrs, L:. A. Sowers, 1684 West Congress 
street, winner of the second window box 
prize on the West Side, says: ‘‘ My boxes 
are all.eleven inches deep and eleven inches 
wide. I filled them with garden soil and a 
mixture of sand, rotted manure, and rotted 
sod. I watered them at least once a day dur- 
ing the summer, and on hot and windy days 
I watered them twice. When I water my 
boxes I give them plenty—keep pouring it 
on until the water runs out of the bottom.” 

Henry 8. Tibbits, 915 South Sawyer ave- 
nue, winner of the first window box prize on 
the West Side, says: ‘“‘ Window boxes. to be 
successful. must contain plenty of good soil: 
it is also well to pack the earth in tight. If 
made compact the soll holds the water, if 
loose the water goes straight through and 
carries with it much of the food element 
contained in the soil. Well rotted cow ma- 
nure I ‘consider about the best fertilizer, 
though-horse manure will do if.the other is 
unavailable. The best geranium for boxes Is 
the ‘Mrs. A. Nutt’ variety, It has a 
fine color, branches freely, and is never out 
of blossom. I also consider the vinca the 
best vine for boxes—it is the only one that 
seems able to stand the strain. It has no 
disease and no enemy. Boston ferns are also 
good if kept wet enough. I have also found 
the Cineraria maritima an excellent plant for 
decorations.’’ 

Josephine Harrop, 4456 Calumet avenue, 
winner of the second window box prize on 
the South Side, says: “To have attractive 
window boxes seems to me requires little la- 
bor after they are well started. In arranging 
mine I used plenty of red and porch gera- 
niums for a background, with verbenas and 
an abundance of trailing vines, and have 
found, after three successful seasons with 
them, that they require little care beyond 
watering them well twice a day. Another 
thing, one should be careful not to put them 
out too early. They should be kept indoors 
until the firet week in June.”’ 

Adelaide Fabian, 91 Florence avenue, win- 
ner of the second window box prize on the 
North Side, says: ‘I have had fifteen win- 


dow boxes under my care. The soll used has . 


been fertilized’ with pigeon manure. Next 
to providing good soil and giving them plenty 
of light aud air I find the most important 
work in caring for window boxes is giving 
them an ebundance of water and carefully 
picking off the dead flowers and leaves every 
day. I never fail to water my boxes once a 
day and sometimes during’ the hot weather I 
doused them as many as four times tn 
a day.”

“It is a pleasure to look upon lovely 
flowers and velvet lawns. The garden 
made by one’s own hand is always 
the best garden because it is a part 
of yourself; it is your own creation. From 
the hour your spade first turned the 
resting soil to the fruition of your hopes in 
abundant foliage and/ lovely. bloom your 
heart goes ofit to it, twining around your 
affections as if it were a child animate with 
love and life greeting you in the early morn 
with its mantle. of dew, a happy Good Morn- 
ing; at the evening time in the twilight 
gloaming, a sweet Goodnight.” 


Care of Plants During Winter. 


James Jensen, one of the judges in the com- 
petition just closed, makes the following 
suggestions with regard to the care of plants 
during the winter: ‘‘ Many plants,”’ hesays, 
“are doomed to die, especially the annuals. 
At the same time there are hundreds whose 
lives can be saved. Most of the hardy her- 
baceous plants will, with a little care, appear 
again in the spring with increased vitalitv 
and growth. 

“For the more tender and imported va- 
rieties I would suggest a light mulch of 
straw litter, manure, or leaves just before 
the cold weather begins. Store plants—those 
which have received their early growth in 
hothouses—must be taken in before the first 
frost, else they will be killed. The geranium 
is the most easily wintered of all: You can 
hang it upon a nail in a frost-proof cellar 
or you can pot it in an earthen jar or wooden 
box and use it to decorate the basement 
window. In transplanting the géranium it 
should be severely cut back. The slips, 
planted in boxes or pots containing one-half 
soil and one-half sand, will develop into 
thrifty young plants in thespring. Plenty of 


light is of course necessary and the base- | 


ment should not be colder than 30 degrees. 

** Fuchsias and hydrangeas can be stored 
away in any corner of a frost-proof base- 
ment, the colder the better, and left until 
spring, when they should be repotted and 
given a sunny position untfl transplanted 
out of doors. Cacti, century plants, and 
like succulents need but little water during 
the winter months; if the basement is cool 
they need no water at all; in fact, water 
under these ¢ircumstances is apt to cause 

“Cannas, giadioli, tigridias, hyacinths, 
candictums, amarylli, Madeira vines, spider 
lilies, tube roses, and Mexican mbon flow- 
ers winter well on a dry shelf, In a cool but 
frost-proof basement. When the tempera- 
ture reaches 60 degrees they should bé 
stored in dry sand to prevent drying up. 

“ Elephant’s ear needs a warm, dry place 
to prevent it from decaying. 

“The longer the bulbous plants can stay 
out of doors the better they ripen, but when 
the frost has Sy 04" foliage it is time 
to take them up. | e foliage freezes down 
to the ground the roots are also in more or 
less danger. The gladiolus is quite hardy 
and can remain out of doers ‘until. the mid- 
dle at October. 

“Such plants as geraniums, otrepes, 
Jemon verbenas, iatenas, and Gurdon ivy 
should be potted or planted im boxes indoors 
before the frost has nipped them. Planted 
in boxes and placed in a light basement. win- 
dow, they will winter nicely, or they can be 
piaced on‘ shelves ‘constructed stairway 
fashion and facing the wihdow..

open display of censure or criticism, even if 
disguised in the form ofcaricature. The lat- 
ter was compelled to hide itself in the 
papyri of the scribes, most of whom were 
learned literati and officials of the govern-

, mong the ancient Egyptians. By far the 


most important source is the papyrus of the 
British Museum. It dates from the thir- 
teenth, century before Christ and contains 
® number of caricatures directed against 
King Rameses III. (1260-1244 B. C.). It 
seems that Rameses was not well liked by 
the intelligent classes and had provoked 
their criticism by many actions which clear- 
ly proved his unbounded vanity, egotism, 
and lack of tact. Among other things, 
Rameses III. had caused to be depicted upon. 
the walls of the great temple at Medinet- 
Habu a vainglorious record of his victories 
over the people of the south, east, and west. 
His vanity was unmercifully criticised and 
ridiculed by caricatures, one of which repre- 
resents Rameses as king of the rats, rid- 
ing in a war chariot drawn by dogs, and 

upon a fortress occupied by terri- 
fied cats, begging for mercy.
